The Town Council Presents the Following Report for the 
Year Ending December 318%, rorr.

To those who have watched the progress of Bloomfield 
during the past ten years, the results of the past year’s work 
stand out very prominently. A careful examination of the 


- detailed report sumbitted herewith will disclose, in detail, the 


various improvements made, and completed as well as those 
still under way. ‘The elevation and depression of the Dela- 
ware, Lackawanna & Western Railroad Company's tracks have 


222 been completed, and the town is now graced with the presence 


of two thoroughly, modern and up-to-date stations, thus doing 
away with what were for many years eye sores and handicaps 
to the progress of the town. АП preliminary arrangements 
for the opening, grading and paving of Lackawanna Place have 
been completed, and it is only a question of a very short time 


- when that street will tend to still further beautify the main 
approach to our section. It is unfortunate that the open- 


ing of Mechanic Street has been held up by litigation, thus 
delaying the further progress and beautifying of that section 
of the town, but it is hoped that before the end of 1912, that 
delay wil be a thing of the past. In connection with the 


_ railroad improvements, we have been confronted with the 


question of new pavements, not only on the streets leading to 

the railroad crossings or approaches, but on other of our main 

streets. Changes of grade have been made necessary by the 

elevation and depression of the tracks, considerable of which 

has already been brought about. This work has naturally re- 
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sulted in damages to adjoining owners occasioned by the 
change of grade, the amount of which must, of course, be 
paid them, and under the terms of the contract heretofore 
entered into with the railroad company, one-half of such 
damage is to be paid by the company, 


During the year, a number of our streets were resurfaced 
ata total expense of 510,400—26,000 square yards having been 
50 treated. Seven thousand five hundred square yards of 
top dressing was spread over several streets at a cost of $1,125, 
and extensive repairs were made in eight other streets at a total 
cost of $1,800. For the cleaning of streets, cross-walks and 
drains and the picking up of papers through the town there 
Was spent $2,055. For the oiling of streets $3,037 was ex- 
pended, and for new cross-walks and repairs, $633. Other 
expenditures were made for the clearing off of snow and other 
incidental charges in the neighborhood of $1,000, making a 
total expenditure by the Road Committee for the year of 
$20,047. It is apparent that our roads, as a whole, are in an 
unsatisfactory condition, and that the expending of twenty 
to twenty-five thousand dollars per year in the way of repairs 
is productive of very little result. Те has heretofore been 
Tecommended that street after street be placed in a proper 
condition, and thereafter be patrolled by a man with suitable 
tools and supplies to Immediately repair any depression or 
damage, thereby keeping the road in constant good condition. 
This recommendation js again repeated, it being believed that 
such procedure will mean a large saving to the town. It is 
also deemed fitting to submit to the people for their con- 
sideration the advisability of a bond issue sufficiently large to 
provide a sum which will repave our main streets for their 
entire length with some material which will withstand heavy 
traffic and the damage done by rapidly moving vehicles, such 
as automobiles and cars. “he day of macadam in its original 
form is past, and if we wish to keep our roads in a suitable con- 


dition, it must be through the means of some new material. 
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The first outlay may be heavy, but ultimate results, е de

for a period of years. This recommendation also includes 
the extending of the water system by putting in an additional 
water main on the westerly side of the avenue. 


| Моге sidewalks, curbs and gutters have probably been 
laid and ordered to be laid during the past year than — 
any year since the incorporation of the town, and with better 
and more satisfactory results. It is the hope of the Council 
that during the year 1912, such additional work will be done 
in this respect so that at the end of the year there will be no 
street or walk throughout the greater portion of the town 
that has not been improved in this respect. The attention of 
citizens 1s particularly called to the matter of the irregularity 
and unevenness of some of the sidewalks, and in the interests 
of the entire public, citizens should see that where such con- 
ditions exist in front of their own premises, they should be 
remedied without delay. | 


| It is to be regretted that nothing has yet been accom- 

plished by the Essex County Park Commission in the iater 
of improving the Watsessing Park property. It is true that 
practically: all of the buildings, excepting the Brick Row 
have been removed, and some clearing accomplished, but ilie 
park is yet far from assuming any definite UN Some 
pressure could be bought to bear on the county authorities to 
make at least the Bloomfield Avenue frontage somewhat more 
presentable. It is expected that the Morris Park propert 
in the Second Ward, will take definite shape — ien in

Our Fire Department has been very materially improved 
during the past year, and the good work thus begun will be 
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continued until Bloomfield's Fire Department will be as good 
as any, so far as its equipment is concerned. ‘The addition 
of the combination chemical and hose wagon has proven to be 
a step in the right direction, and with the acquirement of suit- 
able horses, both for this wagon, and as well for the other 
wagons and trucks now in the town's service, and which horses 
should be acquired, owned and cared for by the town, the 
ultimate success of the department is assured. — In this 
connection it has been recommended that a new house be 
erected for Montgomery Hose Company, Number 4, 50 that 
ample provision may be made for the hose wagon to be trans- 
ferred there from the Central Firehouse, and the reel, or 
jumper, as it is commonly known, heretofore in use at Mont- 
gomery Hose, be transferred to Brookdale for the use of the 
company to be organized there. This will give Brookdale 
some much needed and deserved, though possibly insufficient 
protection. The question of automobile apparatus has been 
thoroughly discussed, and it has been found, keeping in view 
the number of fires occurring, that the town is not justified 
in incurring the expense of automobile apparatus at this time. 


The lighting problem during the year of 1911 was а most 
important and yet vexing one. The question of the municipal 
ownership of the plant was taken up by some citizens and given 
due consideration by the Council. Expert engineers were 
hired for the purpose of investigating the feasibility of such 
an undertaking and its probable cost, as well as income. After 
careful consideration and many conferences, it was thought 
advisable to make no change in the source of the service, and 
а new contract was made late in 1911 with the Public Service 
Corporation for a term of five years, and new lights, both 
incandescent and arc lights, were provided and a most thorough 
and satisfactory change in the lighting service was accom- 


plished. 
During the past year, 334 permits for building purposes 
were issued by our Building Inspector, representing a value 
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of $1,255,274. These permits included the erection of 204 
dwelling houses, 167 of which were one family dwellings, 26 


for two families, two for three families, three for four families, 
six for six families and one apartment house for twelve 
families. Ninety-five of the permits were for alterations to 
old buildings. In addition to the erection of the new railroad 
stations, to which attention has heretofore been called, the 
High School Building has been well advanced, and the Bloom- 
field Prust Company's new building has been completed. Тһе 
Park Methodist Church has also improved its property by the 
addition and the erection of a new Sunday School, and the 
erection of a new First Baptist Church was begun. On the 
whole, building operations have been very extensive in the 
town, and taxable values have, of course, increased in pro- 
portion. 


While upon this topic, it is thought advisable to call the 
attention of the public to the necessity for a Town Hall or 
Municipal Building which will properly house and provide for 
not only the Town Council, but the various departments, in- 
cluding the Town Clerk, Town Collector, Engineer, Assessors 
and Road, Water and Sewer Departments. This also should 
include the provision for a proper police station and recorder’s 
court to take the place of the present makeshift. The present 
police station is absolutely unfit from every point of view, 
whether for the comfort and convenience of the officials, or 
of those who are unfortunate enough to be there detained. И 
is hoped that the public will see the necessity for buildings of 
this kind, and will give its hearty approval to any proper pro- 
ject which will be the means of bringing about such a decided 
improvement. Тһе Police Department has been increased Һу 
the addition of three regular officers during the past year, and 
many applications are on file for additional appointments. ‘The 
question of the increase of the department necessarily must 
be dependent upon the population, since the number of officers 
which the town may employ is fixed by the Statute. This 
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matter will no doubt receive the careful consideration of the 
Council in the very near future. The sewer system in the 
town has been greatly enlarged during the past year, and 
many house service connections have been made. In the 
northern end of the town, additional sewers have been made 
in Essex and Bay Avenues and in Broad Street. The large 
storm drain running through Moltor Place, Watsessing Avenue, 
Charles Street, Cross Street, Orange Street and Franklin 
Street, known as the Watsessing Storm Drain, has been com- 
pleted, and is already demonstrating an improved drainage 
service in that locality. The East Orange and Ampere Land 
Company 1$ also constructing a very large storm drain on its 
property which will, in time, vastly improve that district. The 
Passaic Valley Sewer Project 1s still in an unsettled condition 
owing to the stand which has been taken by Orange, East 
Orange and Montclair, and the Council has been making a 
careful investigation of the entire problem before committing 
the town to any definite position. It is safe to say, however, 
that the town will join in the Passaic Valley System, and will 
fight any attempt by any of our neighbors to inflict upon 
Bloomfield any project which will cause it any damage or 
nuisance. 


The trolley service between Newark and Bloomfield has 
been greatly improved, although accomplished only at the cost 
of much patience. The branch running to Bay Avenue has 
now been in operation for some time, and is deemed a vast im- 
provement upon the old transfer method. It was hoped 
that the system could and would be extended to Brookdale, so 
as to give that section some means of transportation to which 
it is entitled, but the Public Service Railway Company has 
not seen fit to give the town any encouragement along these 
lines. It is confidently hoped, however, that some means 
will shortly be found to bring about the opening up of the 
very important and valuable district. 

It is a matter of some surprise, as well as regret, that there 
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should be so many families dependent for support and main- 
tenance upon the town, particularly in view of the fact that 
much has been accomplished by various associations in the 
town, in addition to the assistance given by our Poor Com- 
mittee. Тһе problem of dealing with this question is always a 
delicate, although at times, a vexatious one, but it is one that 
must be taken care of and without doubt, will receive proper 
attention as heretofore at the hands of the Poor Committee. 


The Water Department has continued to make steady 
progress. Its system has been enlarged by many thousand 
feet of new mains laid, representing an outlay of over 'l'welve 
Thousand Dollars. Three hundred and five house service 
connections were made during the year, upon which a profit of 
$3,580.03 was realized. “he charge for water was reduced 
about 8 per cent., and this together with a reduction of about 12 
per cent. made in 1910, results in a saving of about $10,000 
annually to the water consumers. Тһе judgment of the water 
committee relative to any further deductions is that it should 
be applied entirely to the meter rates. 


The increased cost of operating the department, as com- 
pared with previous years, arises from the separation of the 
Water Superintendent from the work of the Road Department, 
necessitating the charging of his salarv in full against the 
Water Department, also the additional repair work due to the 
general railroad improvements, and to the transferal to the 
expense account of 1911 the item of $952.50, charged in I9IO, 
against the Town of Bloomfield for work of a like nature. 

We have at the present time 2 618-1000 miles of I 2-inch, 
4 46-100 miles of 8-inch, 18 13-100 miles of 6-inch, and 14 
93-100 miles of 4-inch pipe, making a total of over 40 miles of 
pipe throughout the town. 


The financial condition of the town is quite satisfactory. 

А careful examination of the auditor's report will show in 

detail the assets and liabilities of the town. Seventy-five 

hundred dollars of bonds were redeemed during the year, being 
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made up of five thousand dollars of school bonds and twenty- 
five hundred dollars of Union Outlet Sewer Bonds. Ап issue 
of thirty thousand dollars of Park Bonds, completing the pur- 
chase of certain property for park purposes, was issued at the 
rate of four per cent. It is earnestly recommended that a 
further issue of bonds be made to take care of present floating 
indebtedness covering school purposes as well as town improve- 
ments. The amount of floating indebtedness existing on De- 
'cember 3154, 1911, being $278,177.87, should be replaced as 
suggested, at the earliest available opportunity. 

During the coming year, the celebration of the One 
Hundredth Anniversary of the existence of the Town of 
Bloomfield is to be celebrated. This celebration will be the 
occasion for the visiting of many people from our neighboring 
communities, and from other sections of the country, and it 
should be the desire of each and every citizen to make the 
town as attractive as possible in every conceivable way. It 
should be the means of proving that Bloomfield has made and 
will continue to make substantial progress in the right direction, 
and the Council will appreciate the support of the entire public 
by its assistance in furthering all proper and necessary projects 
for the general benefit of the town.

OF THE 


SHADE TREE COMMISSION 


OF THE 


TOWN OF BLOOMFIELD, N. J. 


To the Honorable Mayor and Common Council of Bloomfield, 
N. J. 

GENTLEMEN :— The work of the Shade Tree Commission 
for the year 1911 has been quite limited in many respects, due 
to the lack of funds to execute the plans made by the Com- 
mission at the beginning of the year. 


The Elm Leaf Beetle continued its work of destruction 
among our Elm trees during the past year, and on account of 
our lack of facilities for fighting the pest in an efficient manner, 
the Commission engaged the services of expert sprayers to 
spray our trees, and in all 692 trees were treated and with 
very satisfactory results. ‘The greater part of our Elms were 
preserved in foliage and their lives saved, whereas in the ab- 
sence of thorough and efficient treatment a large number of 
our old and beautiful Elms would have necessarily succumbed 
to the ravages of this terrible insect and the fatality widespread 
throughout our town. It is only by the most persistent effort 
that any of our Elm trees can possibly be preserved, and even 
now, quite a large number of our oldest and largest Elms 
have already been destroyed, owing to the severe attacks of the 
Beetlein previousyears when no adequatetreatment was given 
them and consequently their vitality was reduced so low as 
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to render all remedial measures ineffectual and the death of 
the trees the only possible result. 


Unfortunately there still remains quite a large number of 
Elms that are in a very precarious condition and doubtless, in 
many cases, the trees cannot be saved. 


This is a most serious situation and nothing but the most 
prompt and efficient treatment at the proper time, will save 
our remaining Elm trees, a fact that we believe is not generally 


appreciated or realized among our people. It is the intention 


of this Commission to make use of the most effectual means 
for the preservation of our Elms during the approaching sea- 


son and we request your cordial co-operation and support for 
the accomplishment of this purpose. It must be borne in 
mind that this Commission only has jurisdiction over Street 
Trees and cannot look after the many Elm trees on private 
property which should be treated, and this Commission urges 
upon the owners of Elm trees upon private property to see 
to it that such trees are properly sprayed and treated as soon 
after the leaves are fully developed in the Springtime as 
possible, which time varies anywhere from the roth to the 15th 
of May. It is practically useless to spray the Elm trees be- 
fore the leaves are fully devcloped or after the latter part of 
June. 


This Commission will render all the assistance possible to 
all the owners of private Elms and requests that they be called 
upon with the utmost freedom for such means and assistance 
as may be at their disposal, and thus by the heartiest co- 
operation, we may hope to exercise the greatest possible con- 
trol over this great pest, and preserve to the town the greatest 
number possible of our remaining Elm trees.

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SPRAYING AND TRIMMING. 


In addition to the spraying of the Elms, there have been 
sprayed and treated 231 Maple trees for various forms of at- 
tacks upon them involving an expense of $59.79. 

The Commission have trimmed during the year 
9 Elms, 
260 Maples, 
4 Willows, 
6 Poplars 
Involving an expense of $88, and have issued permits to pri- 
vate parties to trim 33 trees. 


REMOVAL OF DEAD TREES. 


The Commission have removed eight dead Maple trees 
from Montgomery Street, and two dead Elms from the Green 
and have issued eight permits to private parties for the removal 
of dead trees and have issued twenty permits where it has been 
necessary to remove trees interfering with grades or sidewalks. 

In this connection the Commission desires to say that there 
are many trees standing that have died from one cause or an- 
other and are a great menace to the life and limb of passersby 
and which are in urgent need of removal. These trees are 
scattered through a great many of our streets and the position 
of the Shade Tree Commission with reference to the removal 
of these trees is very widely misunderstood by our citizens. 

We have no funds available for this work and are advised 
by the Town Attorney that the Town or Commission have no 
responsibility in regard to the removal of these dead trees. We 
Wish to say, however, that this Commission stands ready at any 
time to perform this work if your Honorable Body so desires 
and will so direct and furnish the necessary means in the 
way of an appropriation of funds for this purpose. 

Our Public Park has been maintained in good order 
throughout the season at an expense of $294.60. 

Leaving aside the several real estate developments that are 
in progress in various parts of the town, where a large number 
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of trees are wanted, the Commission have made a canvas of the 
town and find that there are about 550 trees needed planting 
throughout the various streets, and we are very desirous of 
doing this work and making the streets complete with shade 
trees as quickly as it may be practicably done. While the cost 
of these planting would in the first place be charged to various 
property owners, and it would eventually cost the town noth- 
ing, it is necessary for the town to advancethefunds required 
for purchase and planting of trees and the amount in each in- 
dividual case would be paid by the property owner to the col- 
lector and returned to the Commission to be used year after 
year for this work as provided by the Shade Tree Commission 
Law and the Commission desires to be placed in a position 
where a certain amount of this work can be done each year 
until all is accomplished. “he same applies to the trimming 
and general care of street trees. Practically all over the 
town the street trees contain a large amount of dead wood 
which for the benefit of the trees requires removing, and while 
it is not practicable, on account of the expense involved, to do 
all of this work in one year, we recommend to your Honorable 
Body that a certain sum be appropriated each year for the 
trimming of trees so that eventually our street trees may be 
brought up to as high a standard of perfection as possible. 

Most Towns in our locality have taken advantage of the 
State Law creating Shade Tree Commissions and are doing 
excellent work in preserving to their respective municipalities 
the most valuable property as represented by the street shade 
trees for their people, are constantly enlarging the work and 
extending the lines of shade trees by new plantings which can 
only result in large benefits in the way of increased value of 
property and greatly add to the beauty, comfort and healthful- 
ness of the towns, 


While there is no expense incurred by the town by the 
Shade Тгее Commission as such, it must be understood that the 
work and value of the Shade Tree Commission will always be 
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limited to the amount of funds available to the Commission for 
the prosecution of its work and the expense involved is in no 
г greater than would be necessary under the old form of do- 
ing this work by committees from the Common Council, аз 
| the ‚ Shade Tree Commission simply removes this burden from 
the councilmen, and in order to be effective it must at all times 
have the support and hearty co-operation of the town 
authorities. | 
Our financial statement for the year is attached hereto.

My trip to the International Fire Chiefs’ Convention at 
Milwaukee, Wis., was a very pleasant and instructive one, 
especially at this time when the question of automobile fire 
apparatus is so widely discussed. At the convention there 
were numerous papers on this subject, and at the Exhibition 
Hall thirty-two different automobile fire apparatuses were dis- 
played, while only one horse-drawn wagon was exhibited. 

My report last year contained a recommendation for the 
purchase of a chemical wagon, which at this time has been re- 
ceived, but has not been put in operation, due to trouble in 
procuring horses. The firemen also believe that it would be 
more satisfactory to purchase an automobile at this time, as the 
horse-drawn chemicals are considered more expensive to main- 
tain and keep in operation.
